Martin Bradley* 


Martin Bradley, an old and respected 
colored citiien of Medina county, died 
very suddenly about IO o’clock Monday 
morning on the south side of College 
Square, just across the street from 
Hueaser’a saddlery store. 
Deceased was seen to ride up and 
dismount from his 
horse when he 
either fell or purp >sely laid down. 
He shortly tried to rise, when he fell 
back again. 
Some parties noticing 
that something w it wrong went to 
him but when they reached him life 
was extinct. 
Judge Lamm, acting in his capacity 
as coroner, and Dr. W. H. Smith, 
county health otticer, viewed the body 
and as no marks of violence were 
found the coroner rendered a verdict 
to the effect thai. deceased came to 
his death from natural causes, proba­ 
bly heart failure. 
The date of Bradley's coining to this 
section is not definitely know, but there 
is but little doubt that he had spent 
approximately a half oentury in Me­ 
dina county. 
He was am in of power­ 
ful physique and, while according to 
the best available information he wa* 
between 79 and 80 years of age at the 
time of his death, he was active up to 
the hour of his passing. 
He saw ser­ 
vice in the Confederate army during 
the civil war between the states, pro­ 
bably in the transportation depart­ 
ment. 
His funeral occurred Wednesday af­ 
ternoon and was largely attended, 
many friends from oth ;r counties be­ 
ing present to pay a last tribute of 
respect to the departed. 
He bore a good reputation and his 
death has caused regret not only to a 
large number of people of his race but 
a number of white friends aa well.

value of a commodity ii the price at 
which it can by gotten into shape for 
celling. The nailing value is what it 
will bring on tbs market.

produced at a cost leas than it will sell 
for, there will be a profit in its pro­ 
duction and the induct! y will prosper. 
if it cost# more to produce than it 
Will to sell for, there will be a loss in 
producing aud the industry languishes 
and must eventually perish.

greater extent than

realise. The production cost or price 
is largely an individual matter, and 
every cotton farmer should keep an 
accurate account of his production 
oosts to the end that be may keep 
these coats reasonably 
below 
the 
probable selling price of Ma commodity 
at marketing time and thus assure a 
profit on his business. This should be 
done regardless of who controls the 
market price. 
The 
farmer 
who 
can not figure himself reasonably safe 
should cease being a gambler and turn 
labors to something else that affords 
a safer line of endeavor. The world 
does not owe it to the farmer to as­ 
sure him a profit over his costs of 
production; he owes it to himself to 
see that he gets it. He can not ex­ 
pect to get it in defiance of economic 
laws.
